Tiie present application includes claims 1-33 riaitv,.. in • . 

vioiras I Claims 1-33 were rejected by the 

Examiner. By this Amendment, claim 14 has been amended. 

Claims 1-33 were provisionally refected under the Judicially created doctrine of 
obvaousncss-type double pat^ting as being unpatentable over claims Ml. 19-21, and 
23-29 of co-pending Application No. 10/064,757.

Eisenberg et al. ai.S. Patem App. Pub. No. 2003/0128801). 

The Applicant first turns to the obvionsness-type double patenting rejection of 
Claims 1-33 with respect to Application No. 10/064,757. The Applicant notes that 
Application No. 10/064,757 has been abandoned. Therefore, „o claims have been 
patented m Application No. 10/064.757, and the Examiner's rejection should be 
withdrawn.

Raa^r than ming an array. Eisenberg defines a single repeated interval within one 
or more cardiac cycles „p«, «hieh .Hgger or gate a scan, tte single interval is 
defined based on an EKO reading and treated regularly to obtain the desired images. 
This is no, a trigger a„ay. Tha, is. Eisenbetg describes selecting a single rtgger point, 
no. multiple ttigger arr,,. Additionally, Eisenberg describes inld«ing multiple CT 
based on a single fixed trigger point, not tnultiple i™lepende„„y ^g^,, 
tnggcr arrays. Furd„rmore. ™«ion of mnltip,. ttgger ar«ys. let alone multiple 
independently configutablc trigger at^ys, cannot be found anywhere in Biscnber^ Such 
a limitation is recited in independent claims 1 , 14, and 25 of the p,«ent application. 

Consc^y, Bisenberg does not teach or disclose multiple independenUy 
configurable trigger arrays. Rafl«. Eisenbetg «gg™ at the same trigger point in a 
heartbeat or respiration wavcfoim over multiple CT scans. 

Thus, the EKO-bascd interval used to gate or clock image acquisition in the multi- 
modality fltsion system of Eis«,berg doe, not teach or suggest a method for cine 
angiography including selecting a. least one independemiy configut^ie trigger array 
inciuding a pluraHty of trigger points, imtong at least »e CT sc» of a paticn, ba.d on 
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the at least one trigger anay. selecting at least one additional independently confiscable 
trigger atray including an addiUonal plnxality of trigger po.ts. imtiating at least one 
additional CT scan of the patient ba^ed on the at least one additional trigger ^ay, and 
perfonn:ng the at least two CT scans of the patient during two or »ore cardiac c>.les to 
construct a cine angiography loop. The disclosure of Eisenberg simply cannot anticipate 
tiie subject matter of the pending claims. 

Therefore, the Applicant respectfully submits that independent claims 1, 14. and 
25 and corresponding dependent claims 2-13. 15-24, and 26-33 are in condition for 
allowance and respectfully request an action to that effect.
